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The  following  paper  haa  been  circula- 
cd  at  Paris,  and  ftands  prtcifely  on  the 
fame  authority  as  the  other  publications 
of  the  fame  nature. 

Thi  ProUft  of  the  Princes  of  the  Houfe  of 
Bourbon  againfl  the  King's  acceptance  of 
the  Conjliteetioee, 

tT  it  in  vain  that  an  unfortunate  Mo- 
*  narch,  always  captive,  though  free  in 
appearance,  has  confented  to  the  ruin  of 
his  faithful  fubje^ls — to  the  ruin  of  the 
Monarchy— by  accepting  a  pretended 
conllitution  of  the  Kmpire;  it  is  in  vain 
that  he  has  figned  his  own  degradation  ; 
this  fant^ion,  which  the  King  has  given 
in  fa<^  to  a  rnondrous  code,  is  really  no 
fandion  in  right.  And  who  can  be  per- 
fuaded  of  the  legality  of  fuch  an  alTcnt, 
w’hile  every  thing  proclaims  the  contrary? 

Can  a  Prince  left  alone  amidtl  ufnrpers, 
furrounded  with  the  wrecks  of  his  own 
throne,  cncompalTcd  by  fears  and  mena¬ 
ces,  befet  by  intrigue,  have  freedom  of 
choice?  And  without  freedom  of  choice, 
is  not  every  confent  null  ? 

Freedom  confiHs  in  being  able  to  chufc 
w’ithout  danger  and  without  fear;  it 
cannot  exitl  without  this  condition  ;  and 
content  is  null,  when  refufal  would  ha¬ 
zard  the  fafety  and  properly  of  him  who 
gives  it.  If  the  King  had  refnfed  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  conftitution,  he  would  have 
been  deprived  of  the  Crown  ;  to  had  the 
ufurping  Aflfembly  decreed.  Aiul  in  re¬ 
jecting  with  difdain  a  degraded  crown, 
and  prefented  by  a  fedilious  AlFembly, 

attraeffed  the  notice  of  government,  and  the 
printer  found  great  difficulty  in  excufing 
himfclf,  by  referring  to  the  perlons  from 
whom  he  received  his  orders.

Some  days  ago  a  letter  appeared  here 
from  the  Princes,  the  brothers  of  his*  Moft 
Chridian  Majedy,  followed  by  a  letter  from 
the  Princes  ot  the  branch  cf  Bourbon  Conde, 
and  an  article,  intitled,  •*  The  declaration 
of  their  Majedies  the  Emperor  and  the  King 
of  Pruffia.” 

“  The  manner  in  which  thefe  papers  arc 
pabUlheU  is  furpridog,  and  many  people 
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was  the  King  mafler  of  the  choice  of  big 
afylum?  and  would  he  not  have  expofetl 
his  perfon,  and  all  that  was  dill  more 
dear  to  him,  to  outrage,  and  his  faithful 
fubjei51s  to  profcriplion,  to  murder,  and 
to  contl.igration. 

Without  doubt,  had  Louis  XVL  en» 
tertalned  the  Hope  of  dying  at  lead  with 
glory,  if  his  blood  could  have  ftved 
France,  the  inheritor  ot  the  viitiir6«>f 
Henry  IV.  would  h  tve  diTpiaved  hit 
courage.  Forced  to  obtain  his  inheri¬ 
tance  by  compud,  he  would,  likehim^ 
have  been  the  vicliir  and  the  father  of  hit 
fubjeids;  and,  like  him,  would  have  com¬ 
pelled  iliem  to  become  happy.  Hut  what 
can  courage  do  without  fupport  !  licit- 
ry  had  an  army,  while  Louis,  alone,  be¬ 
trayed,  abandoned,  captive  in  the  handa 
of  Ids  enemies,  without  troops,  without 
auxiliaries,  forced  even  to  regret  the  hap¬ 
py  oblciiriiy  of  the  meaned  of  his  fub- 
jei^ts  in  the  inidd  of  an  importunate 
crow'd,  who  ferved  rather  to  bedege 
than  defend  him,  found  not  even  one 
friend  to  lliarc  his  furrows  and  wipe  a* 
way  his  tears. 

The  King  then  could  form  n3  other 
determination  than  that  which  he  adopt- 
eii,  without  hazarding  the  iofs  of  hit 
Crown,  and  perhaps  of  his  life.  His  de¬ 
gradation,  and  even  his  deatli,  would 
have  been  an  ufelcfs  facrifice  to  honjiur  ; 
it  would  have  cod  France  long  and  fruit- 
Icls  leiiinrlf,  but  could  not  have  laved  it. 

Tilt  King  then  was  not  free  ;  his  ('auc¬ 
tion  IS  therefore  null ;  and  in  this  cafe 

think  that  a  conlidcration  of  the  ciicumdan- 
ces  coime<51cd  with  them  is  fufheient  t<» prove 
that  they  arc  not  aurhcnric. 

'Phis  prclumption  i»  drcngthcnc«l  by  the 
undoubted  iiuilivity  of  the  troogi ;  which^ 
according  to  the  declaration,  ought  to  be 
preparing  to  tal.c  the  ticld  ;  and  the  new  or¬ 
der  of  things  wliik.i)  has  very  lately  taken 
place  III  France,  may  have  protluccd  a  great 
charge  ot  difpolitions  with  rclpcCt  to  the 
wliolc  allair. 

'Time  al<»nc  cm  clear  up  thefe  iiiattrn. 
That  which  mod  r’lutcri.iily  intcrclU  the  pu¬ 
blic  in  thefe  provinces,  is  the  tcriaiiity  that 
the  body  of  troops  now  here,  reiuli>recvi  by 
two  regiments  whofe  march  is  announced, 
will  not  make  any  movement,  and  that  thctc 
troops  arc  dcllincd  only  to  rnaintain  the  pu¬ 
blic  tranquillity,  which  Is  the  (olc  ubjccl  of 
the  Em]>cror’s  lolicitudc.” 

The  ab«)ve  article  accordingly  appeared  ia 
the  Gazette  dtt  Pays  Bus  of  Thurlday,  Sept. 
12.  and  may  be  confidcred  as  a  ciimplcti 
difavvwal  of  the  pretended  dcclaiatiun. 
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to  difobey  tlliirory  orders  is  to  give  the 
ftrongeft  and  moft  courageous  proof  of 
obedience  and  fidelity  ;  it  is  to  ferve  the 
real  monarch,  it  is  to  ferve  God  and  our 
country. 

Scarcely  could  this  pretended  affent  be 
credited  if  the  King  had  proclaimed  it 
amidft  his  family,  furrounded  with  his 
ancient  and  faithful  fervants,  with  all  his 
military  houfchold  :  in  fine,  with  all  the 
fplendour  of  his  former  power.  Then 
the  Royal  afiVnt,  though  the  occafion  of 
fo  much  ruin,  would ‘nevettbelefs  have 
been  recognized  as  Jiifi,  at  leaft  reputed 
free ;  then  we  might  have  condemned 
the  error  of  the  Prince,  but  llmtihl  not 
have  Wept  over  his  chains  ;  then  rhr  fi<‘f 
would  have  been  inconteftihle,  we  could 
only  have  diTputed  the  right. 

In  fact,  even  if  the  King  had  enjoyed 
full  pollilTion  of  his  liberty,  wr.uld  he 
have  had  the  right  to  fan^ion  law’s  con¬ 
trary  to  the  fandamental  laws  of  the  king¬ 
dom  ?  Could  he,  from  a  mifiaken  gene- 
rolity,  and  in  the  expectation  of  a  deceit¬ 
ful  calm,  have  facrlft 'ed  along  with  him- 
felf  his  family,  his  fuccefTurs,  the  true 
happiiicfs  of  the  people,  generations  pre- 
fent  and  to  conR*  ?  C(»uld  he  give  a  valid 
approbation  to  the  pretended  conftitu- 
tion,  uhich  has  occa  lion  ed  fo  tnany  mif- 
fortunes  ^  Pollcflbr  for  life  ot  the  throne 
which  he  received  from  his  anceftors, 
could  the  Kii  g,  in  alienating  his  primo- 
rial  rights,  dettroy  the  conUitutive  balis 
on  which  it  is  touiidcd  ?

tend  to  replunge  men  in  barbarifm  by  ap¬ 
pearing  to  bring  them  back  to  nature  ; 
null  from  its  conTequences,  dreadful  con- 
fequenccs,  of  which  experience  already 
prefents  a  too  faithful  catalogue  in  the 
diforder  of  the  finances,  in  the  fcarcity 
of  money,  in  the  ttagnation  of  commerce, 
in  the  want  of  difcipliuc  among  the 
troops,  in  the  inactivity  of  the  tribunals, 
the  (Hence  of  the  laws,  the  tyranny  of  the 
fa(5tious,  and  the  oppreffion  of  the  rich; 
in  one  w’ord,  the  triumph  of  licentiouf- 
nefs  over  true  liberty.

De  Tallcyraml-Pcripord  begins  this 
•  elaborate  report,  with  enumerating 
fomc  of  the  defedts  which  are  fo  confpi- 
cuous  in  the  prefent  fyftems  of  education  ; 
and  he  obferves,  that  the  change  of  cir- 
cumAances  in  France  particularly  de¬ 
mands  a  change  in  the  method  of  convey¬ 
ing  inAru^tion  to  the  people.  The  law, 
lays  he,  is  reftored  to  that  which  it  e- 
ver  ought  to  be,  the  expreAion  of  the 
general  will.  It  is  neceflary,  then,  that 
the  general  will  Aiould  be  clear  and  juA  ; 
and  how  are  thefc  ends  to  be  attained, 
but  by  enlightening  and  inArudling  all 
men  ?  A  plan  of  general  education, 
therefore,  ought  to  be  cftablilhed. 

Education  may  be  confulcred  as  the 
fource  of  great  benefit  to  fociety,  as  well 
as  to  individuals.  It  is  impofliblc  to  con¬ 
ceive  an  alTcmblage  of  thinking  beings, 
without  perceiving,  immediately,  oppor¬ 
tunities  or  means  of  conveying  inAruc- 
titn.  Thefe  atife  from  the  free  commu¬ 
nication  of  ideas,  as  w’tll  as  from  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  varying  intcreAs.  U  is  true,  the»* , 
to  fay  that  men  gain  iuArudlion  from 
every  thing  which  furrounds  them  :  but 
thefe  elements  of  inArutfion,  fo  uruver- 
fally  diffufed,  riquired  to  be  colledted 
together,  and  to  be  fo  combined  and  di¬ 
rected,  that  from  them  an  art  may  be 
formed  ;  that  is,  that  an  eafy  and  quick 
moelc  may  be  had,  by  which  every  one 
may,  with  certainty,  gain  that  portion 
of  edneatiun  which  is  lucefTiry  for  him. 
—  In  this  view,  obferves  our  author, 
the  following  principles  may  be  laid 
riown  : 

I.  InArurtion  Aiould  be  afforded  to  all : 
for,  as  inAruwtion  is  not  only  one  of  the 
advantages  of  fociety,  but  alfo  an  imme¬ 
diate  confequence  of  it,  therefore  it  is  a 
common  property  of  the  alTociates. 

1.  It  the  benefits  cf  inAruiftion  be  af¬ 
forded  to  all,  it  is  evident  that  all  muff 
contribute  to  fupply  them. 

3.  InArudion,  or  education,  as  far  as 
relates  to  the  obje(fts  which  it  includes, 
ought  to  be  univcrfal :  for  it  is  then  truly 
a  comrnon  advantage,  when  each  can 
appropriate  to  himfclf  that  part  of  which 
be  ii  in  want. 


4.  Education  Aiould  be  afforded  to 
both  fexes. 

5.  It  Aiould  be  continued  throughout 
every  period  of  life  ;  it  being  the  mere 
force  of  cuAom  which  confines  it  to  our 
youthful  days. 

InAruflion,  confidered  with  regard  to 
its  beneficial  cfftiAs  in  any  fociety,  re¬ 
quires  that  every  man  fhould  be  taught 
to  know  the  conAitution  of  that  fociety  ; 
to  defend  it ;  to  improve  it ;  and,  above 
all,  to  comprehend  the  principles,  and 
pra<Aife  the  duties,  of  morality  ;  which 
is  fuperior  to  all  conAitutions,  and 
which  in  faff  forms  the  defence,  and  be 
comes  the  fafeguard,  of  the  general  hap- 
pinefg. 

As  a  fource  of  advantage  to  individu¬ 
als,  infirudlion  requires  that  all  the  fa¬ 
culties  of  man  Aiould  be  cxercifed  ;  and 
that  it  Aiould  be  extended  to  his  phyfical, 
intelledfual,  and  moral  faculties. 

Under  the  fir  A  of  ihefe  heads,  the  au¬ 
thor  remarks,  that  it  is  a  Arange  mifraa- 
nagement  in  modern  education,  to  ne- 
gUft  the  culture  of  the  body,  and  to  al¬ 
low  amufements  entirely  at  the  choice  of 
the  pupils.  It  is  necelTary  to  labour,  in 
Older  to  preferve  health,  to  increafe 
Arength,  to  gain  addrefs  and  aftivity ; 
and  thefe  arc  real  advantages  to  the  indi¬ 
vidual.  Nor  is  this  all :  thefe  qualities 
produce  induAry,  and  the  induAry  of 
each  continually  multiplies  the  enjoy¬ 
ments  of  all.  Rtafon,  indeed,  Aicws  that 
the  difftrent  bodily  exercifes,  fo  cultiva¬ 
ted  among  the  ancients,  and  fo  negltfl- 
td  by  us,  have  great  influence  on  mo¬ 
rality  and  fociety  ;  and  that,  in  every 
point  of  viewq  they  Aiould  be  regarded 
as  a  principal  objeft  of  education. 

That  part  of  inAruflion  which  re- 
fpefls  the  intelleffual  faculties,  is  divided 
into  three  claAes,  as  it  relates  to  the 
imagination,  to  memory,  or  to  reafen. 

With  regard  to  the  moral  faculties,  it 
is  oblVrvcd,  that  they  have  never  been 
claiTed,  defined,  nor  analyzed  ;  and  to 
perform  this,  might  perhaps  be  beyond  the 
power  of  human  intelligence:  but  we  know 
that  there  is  an  internal  feeling,  a  lent i- 
ment  always  ready  and  independent  of 
all  reflection,  which  exiAs  in  man,  and 
feems  to  exiA  no  where  but  in  him 
without  this,  be  may  know  what  is 
but  by  this  alone  he  bcct>mes  enraptured 
with  it,  and  attains  the  habit  of  pradtifing 
it  without  exertions.  It  iscfl'enlial,  then, 
to  obferve,  to  cultivate,  and  to  direct  to 

its  proper  end,  this  beneficial  faculty- 
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fon  and  to  the  law,  and  to  them  only.— 
Their  memory  (hoiild  be  furnifhed  with 
filch  parts  ot  elementary  knowledge, 
whether  geographical,  hiltorical,  or  bo¬ 
tanical,  as  would  increafe  their  attach¬ 
ment  to  their  country,  and  to  the  place 
ef  their  birth. — Laftly,  the  moral  facul¬ 
ties.  It  is  evident  tha^  particular  care, 
and  a  delicate  and  conftant  attention, 
fiinulil  hr  employed  to  devclope  and  im¬ 
prove  that  del)ghihil  fentiiucnt,  which 
finds  a  ch.ii  (1)  in  doing  good,  and  whicli 
conduces  us  to  virtue  as  a  lource  of  pie.i- 
fiire. 

Such  are  the  ohject.'^  of  inftriie^lion  in 
the  primary  fchitols.  The  lch»uils  of  the 
diftri^t,  or  fecoml  elar>,  are  next  conli- 
dcred.  I'he  inltrudicn  afforded  m  thefe 
is  only  in  part  gratuitous  ;  and  its  ohjei^ts 
include  all  thole  liudits  which  make  the 
fum  of  general  Ciliication.  I'he  fchools 
of  the  deputmentH  or  third  dais,  follow; 
'rhefe  are  arranged  under  four  divifious. 
—  iff,  Schools  for  the  min.ffry  ;  the  ma¬ 
nagement  of  which,  and  the  ohjeds  of 
their  inltinCfion,  are  minutely  def^enbed. 
ad!v,  Tlie  Ichools  of  medicine  :  of  which 
thete  are  to  be  four,  jdiy.  The  ichools 
of  law  :  ten  in  number.  4thly,  Military 
1chot)ls  :  thete  ate  to  .imouut  to  twenty- 
three,  corielpiMubitg  v\ilh  the  twenty- 
three  military  divitions  of  Kranec  : — the 
pupils  arc  to  rcm.nu  here' lor  fa d  ye.n  8, 
and  then  to  be  removed  10  tme  ot  lix 
grand  fchotds  for  pradice,  fituated  on 
the  frontiers  of  the  kingdom. 

Next  follows  the  national  inUitntion, 
or  effabbihment  for  the  ailvaneement  of 
letters,  fciences,  and  arts:  which  fiiper- 
fedes  and  incorporates  within  iifclt  all 
the  exiffmg  academit®  and  learned  locic- 
lies,  .‘vc.  in  IVance. 

\Ve  afterward  meet  with  feme  judi¬ 
cious  remarks  on  the  methotl?  of  convey¬ 
ing  inffrudion  v  mixed,  indeed,  with  »>- 
thers,  which  are  rr»t)»c  brilliant  than  folid, 
the  cffufions  offaiicy,  lalhcr  ih.mthc  rc- 
fjU  of  experience. 

At  the  eiul,  a  tew  pages  are  beftowed 
on  the  education  of  women  ;  in  which 
the  author  obferves,  that  women  arc  beft 
educatecl  in  the  retirement  of  I  heir  tami- 
lies  ;  and  that  they  Ihould  be  formed  to 
domettic  duiiet.,  and  not  inicrftrc  in  po¬ 
litical  nor  public  concerns,  lie  propo- 
fea,  however,  that  afylums  ihonid  be  af¬ 
forded  to  young  females,  where  they 
^ight  be  inftru^ted  in  thofe  arts  which 
iwou’.d  enable  them  to  provide  for  their 
IfubliffcQCc. 
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Such  is  the  fubffance  of  the  report  of 
M.  de  Talley  rand- Perigord.  Our  rea¬ 
ders  cannot  fail  of  remarking,  from  our 
account,  though  it  is  much  more  con- 
fpicuous  in  the  work  itfelf,  that  too  great 
deference  is  paid  to  fyllcm  ;  and  they 
may  perhaps  think,  with  us,  that  fyftcm, 
fo  employed,  always  confines  and  cramps 
the  mindb  of  men  ;  and  it  will  be  well  if 
it  produces  no  worfe  efletifs.  This 
work,  however,  abounds  with  ftriking 
obfcrvalious  and  cxcellcot  fcntimcnis.

“  A  young  man  of  a  ftiulious  ami  melan¬ 
cholic  turn  of  muid,  was  .UlcCtcd,  during  the 
years  1784-5,  witli  lyiuptoins  oi  indigcllion, 
particularly  with  fliarp  paiiin  in  the  flomach, 
and  a  cunftant  fenfation  of  heat  internally. 

lie  thought  proper,  in  the  year  1786,  to 
begin  a  fcverc  courle  of  alillincncc,  hoping, 
as  he  informed  me,  thus  to  relieve  thofc  dif- 
agrccablc  complaints;  but,  Irom  other  cir- 
cumllanccs,  it  appears  that  fomc  mlllakcti 
notions  in  religion  principally  induced  him  to 
iorm  this  rtlolution. 

In  conlctpicncc  of  it  he  liiddenly  withdrew 
from  buliuefs,  and  the  liKicty  of  his  friends, 
took  lodgings  in  an  <>blcure  llrcct,  and  enter¬ 
ed  upon  his  plan  ;  which  was,  to  ahllain  irom 
all  fulid  food,  and  only  to  moillcn  his  mouth, 
from  time  to  time,  with  w.itcr  llightly  fla¬ 
voured  with  juice  of  oranges.  Alter  three 
<iav»  of  ahniiu'iicc,  the  craving,  or  defire  lor 
food,  which  wa«  at  lirft  very  troiihlcfomc, 
left  him  entirely  ;  tic  then  purlued  his  ftudics 
and  meditations  wiihout  larthcr  inconvciii- 
rnce.  lie  uled  no  niaiiiKi  of  txcrtilc;  and 
llepf  very  little,  Ipcniiiug  moll  ol  the  night 
in  writing.  'The  quai.tity  ol  water  uled  each 
dav  was  irom  lull  a  pint  to  a  pint.  'Two 
oranges  fervctl  him  tor  a  week  :  I  inquired 
whether  he  chewed  the  pulp  ;  hut  loiiii«i  that 
he  had  only  l(}uei  zed  the  juKc  into  the  water 
to  give  ii  an  agieeable  ILvour. 

lie  made  urine  in  moderate  quantity,  al¬ 
ways  clear  aiid  without  Icdimcnt.  lie  had  a 
natural  tluui  on  tlic  lecuiid  day  o.  this  courlc, 
and  again  on  the  40th  day,  but  alter  that  n«> 
more,  though  he  pcrlillcd  twenty  <uys  longer 
without  any  variation  in  l.is  plan,  fionog 
the  Uft  ten  days  of  it  hisftrcngth  failed  very 
rapidly  :  when  he  found  l.imicil  unable  to  rile 
Irotnhisbcd,  he  began  to  be  loiiicwhat  alarm¬ 
ed.  Hitherto  he  had  flattered  hiiulcll  th.it 
Lis  fupport  was  preternaturo] ;  and  indulged  , 
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hit  imtfinatloD  with  the  profpe(^  of  (bme 
great  event,  which  he  expcAcd  would  follow 
this  estraordioary  abdiiience.  But  his  dclu> 
iioo  at  length  vantihed :  he  found  himfclf 
gradually  walling,  and  Unking  to  the  grave. 

Hit  friends,  about  the  fame  time,  having 
difeovered  his  retreat,  prevailed  upon  him  to 
admit  the  vifitt  of  a  rcfpcdahle  clergyman  in 
the  neighbourhood.  This  gentleman,  with 
great  addrefs  and  judgement,  pointed  out 
the  fallacy  of  hUvifionary  ideas;  and  hnaily 
obtained  hit  afTcat  ttt  any  plan  that  might  be 
conducive  to  his  recovery.  I  was  ilicrcfore 
called  on  to  prtferibe  the  mode  of  treatment, 
and  accordingly  vifited  him,  on  the  6 1 11  day 
of  his  fall,  hlarch  2  1786. 

He  was  at  that  time  emaciated  to  a  moil 
aftonllhing  degree,  the  mufclcs  of  the  face 
being  entirely  Ihriink;  his  cheek-bones  and 
proceflns  zygomatic!  Hood  prominent  and  dif- 
tlnil,  affording  a  moft  ghalliy  appearance  :  his 
abdomen  was  concave,  the  unibilicus  I'ceming 
to  be  retraded,  from  the  cnllaplcd  Hate  of  the 
intcilines;  the  ikin  and  abdojuical  mufclcs 
were  fhnink  below  the  brim  of  the  pelvi'^, 
and  under  the  ribs,  leaving  the  fpacc  vacant 
betwixt  the  offa  ilia,  the  lower  ribs,  and 
fpinc.  His  limbs  were  rcducid  to  the  great- 
eft  jx>friblc  degree  of  tenuit^y  ;  the  oiTa  ilchia, 
the  internal  trochanters,  and  all  tiie  procclies 
of  the  bones,  being  cafdy  dillinguifhablc. 

His  whole  appearance  fuggefted  the  idea  of 
a  (kcleton,  prepared  by  drying  the  muiclcs 
upon  it  in  their  natural  fituations. 

His  eyes  were  not  deficient  in  luftre,  and 
his  voice  remained  clear  and  found,  notwirh- 
ftanding  his  general  wcakneiV. 

1  found  him  labouring  under  great  imbeci¬ 
lity  cf  mind.  He  had  undeitaken,  during 
this  retirement,  to  copy  the  Bible  in  Ihort- 
hand;  and  this  work  he  had  executed  very 
neatly  as  far  as  the  2tl  book  of  Kings,  with 
Ihort  arguments  prefixed  to  each  chapter. 
He  (hewed  me  Icvcral  improvements  he  had 
made  in  that  kind  of  writing,  particularlv  in 
the  abbreviations.  He  had  aho  with  great 
diligence  put  together  p’.raliel  patVages, 
and  traced  parilcu’ur  fubje^ls  through  tiu- 
whole  fcriptiires,  noting  tlu  ir  application  in 
different  inftanees,  and  adding  obfrr  vat  ions 
of  his  own.  'I'hc  clergyman,  who  examincil 
this  performance,  told  me  he  bad  proceedrd 
regularly  at  firft,  with  fome  ingenuity  and 
judgement ;  but  that  afterwards  he  became 
obfeure,  and  Iccmcd  to  be  loft  in  cnJlcfs  Cwii- 
fufton. 

March  23d.  He  was  dlrecftcd  to  drink  a 
pint  of  baric V  water  and  two  cups  of  panada, 
which  agreed  very  well  with  hi^  ftoniach. 
He  had  a  little  feverifh  heat  in  the  firft  part 
ct  the  night,  but  Cept  better  than  ufuai. 

March  24th.  He  had  ihU  ilay  Ionic  mut¬ 
ton  tea,  the  tafte  of  which  was  moft  dcli- 
j  cious  to  hiin ,  2Dd  particularly  provoked  his 
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appetite.  His  puUc  was  72,  fmiU  and  lem- 

perate. 

On  tlie  25  th.  He  took  a  pint  of  milk  for 
breakfaft  ;  a  pint  of  mutton  broth,  boiled 
with  barley,  for  dinner  ;  and  as  much  rice- 
milk  for  fupper,  at  his  own  requeft.  He  ha<l 
confiderable  cravings  for  food  all  that  day, 
and  would  have  taken  much  more  than  his 
ulluw'ancc. 

26th.  In  the  morning  he  drank  tea,  and 
ate  a  great  quantity  of  bread  and  butter, 
wfiich  he  got  off  from  the  table  in  the  nurfe’s 
ablcncc.  Some  time  after  he  became  lick, 
and  vomited  once  or  twice  without  much 
Braining.  About  noon  he  had  a  figured  na¬ 
tural  ftool,  and  prefcntly  after  two  or  three 
loofe  motions.  His  urine  was  of  a  natural 
colour,  with  a  light  erurorema  in  the  mid¬ 
dle.  His  fkin  always  remained  dry. 

1  faw'  liim  in  the  evening,  apparently  much 
better  :  his  pulfc  was  at  90,  and  firmer.  He 
was  fitting  up  in  an  cafy  chair,  as  he  found 
himfclf  fouicwhat  ftronger.  He  (poke  now 
of  hii  complaints  like  an  hypochondriac ; 
thought  Ills  eyes  and  tongue  w’cre  diminifbed 
and  wafted  away.  He  faid,  the  fenfation  of 
heat  in  the  ftomach  had  never  left  him,  not- 
withftaiidiug  his  fparedict.  He  talked  how¬ 
ever  fcnfibly  enough,  and  indeed  with  fomr 
acutenefs  on  general  rubjed.s ;  but  was  loon 
fatigued  by  converfation. 

27th.  He  took  a  little  light  bread  puddicp; 
at  dinner,  and  had  two  eggs  for  fupper  :  w  ith 
the  taftc  of  thefe  he  was  particularly  plealed. 
Every  thing  agreed  well  with  him;  he  reft- 
cd  well,  xvas  more  cheerful,  and  often  cx- 
prelfcd  to  me  the  latisfa<5liou  he  felt  in  being 
freed  from  his  ftrange  ddufion. 

On  the  abtli.  He  feemed  recovering  apace; 
his  cheeks  were  more  full ;  his  limbs  had  fo 
far  regained  their  ftrength,  that  he  could  ea- 
filv  walk  acrols  the  room.  He  did  not  deep 
nmeh  in  the  foregoing  night,  nor  had  had  a 
ftool  during  the  day.  He  faid,  the  pain  of 

his  llomach  had  left  him;  which circuniftance 

contributed  much  to  enliven  his  fpirits.  ^ 
On  the  29th,  I  found  the  fccnc  cntlrCiy 
changed  :  he  began  to  lofe  his  recollcdlion  in 
the  preceding  evening ;  and  before  midnight 
became  quite  frantic  and  unmanageable* 
liis  pulfc  was  increaled  in  frequency,  vrit 
confiderable  heat  on  the  Ikin,  and  trenuv^ 
He  continued  raving  and  talking  very  inco¬ 
herently,  as  he  had  done  during  the 
A  ft  rung  purgative  draught,  and  two  clyiftr^ 
admliiiltered  in  the  courlc  of  the  day,  produ 
ced  but  little  evacuation. 

He  remained  nearly  in  the  fame  0^ 
mind  as  above  mtiitioned,  fcarcc  ever  >e<p 
ing,  and  taking  very  little  nourilhtncnt,^* 
the  2d  of  April,  wlien  a  confiderable 
ty  of  loofe  feculent  matter  was  brought  a  • 
by  .  clyfler.  Soon  after  he  became  faW"- 
iai  touk  no  notice  cf  what  prffed  aboa.  ‘  • 
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He  w'as  removed  at  this  time  Into  the  cou  »• 
try,  fo  that  I  did  not  vifit  him  again  tid  the 
6th  of  April. 

He  appeared  then  emaciated  to  a  greater 
degree,  i^  poftible  than  when  I  at  Hri>  f.iw 
him.  Hi«*  pulfe  was  fniall  and  feeble,  beat¬ 
ing  liO  ftrokes  in  a  minute. 

April  7th  and  8'h.  He  took  whatever 
nouriftiment  was  offered  to  him  ;  knew  thnfe 
around  him,  and  fpokc  fenliMy,  but  faintly. 

On  the  9rh,  In  the  morning,  he  tiicd,  quite

T\Uring  the  American  war,  among 
other  modes  of  raifing  foldiers  ad¬ 
opted  by  the  Hrilifli  Generals,  a  pro 
clamation  had  been  made  by  General 
Clinton,  that  every  negroe  Have  vs  ho 
ihoiild  join  the  Ihitifli  fotcea,  flioiild 
obtain  his  freedom,  and  have  a  Utile- 
mem  at  the  concluUon  of  the  w’ar. 
Many  accordingly  came  in,  were  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  army,  and  on  the  peace, 
had  tickets  of  freedom  given  them  by  the 
officers  under  whom  they  had  ferved.

prefs  the  ind'.’^.rious  black  fclllcrs,  and 
even  wantonly  to  deprive  them  of  the 
fruitsof  their  labour,  expelling  them  from 
the  lands  they  had  cleared,  and  vx'ithout 
any  compenfation  appropriating  thefe  to 
their  own  ufe.  The  courts  of  law,  com- 
pofed  of  while  men,  connected  with  the 
opprenbrs,  gave  no  redrtfs,  and  the  ne¬ 
groes  were  forced  to  fit  down  under  the 
luff.  Not  fatisfied  with  this  oppiiflion, 


many  ot  the  loyalifts,  and  fcveral  too  ol 
our  Hritilh  oftierrs,  who  held  a  mon  ho- 
noni.ihlt  plate  in  the  army  than  their 
ConilutM  wiiuld  feem  to  have  ineiited, 
made  frtijncnC  and  fuceefsful  attcmpti 
to  reduce  again  to  flivrry  thofe  ingtoci 
who  had  fo  honourably  obtained  their 
frct'tiom.  They  hired  them  as  tciv.iutii, 
atul  at  the  eiiil  ot  the  ftipulated  limr  rc- 
luftd  payment  ot  their  wages,  infilling 
that  tliey  wire  flavts  :  in  fonie  iiillaui’ii 
tluv  (IrltMiyrd  tlirlr  tickets  of  treetbun, 
and  then  tnllavei!  ihc  mgr.  es  for  w  ,ut 
ol  'iluni  ;  .11. d  ill  Uvcral  inftaiiceb  the  ni’- 
fortunate  Atricniis  were  taken  on  board 
vtfl'c  !s,  c.inied  to  the  WTft  Indies,  and 
thcic  lold  lui  lilt  bemfil  of  their  piuii- 
deii  rs  •. 

Eitajiient  I ep»  ti(i*»n  of  thefe  enorniiliei 
had  dii;Mriutl  itie  Ni'va  Scotia  negroes, 
and  leductd  lluni  to  tU-lpair, 

when  one  day,  fome  company  at  dinner 
Inpptutd  to  be  convei'ing  on  the  pio- 
jt  ».‘b  il  Icheir.e  of  the  Si<  rr.a  Lcoiu  colony, 
and  mentioned  ^Ir  Circnville  Sliarp,  a 
name  revered  among  tl.e  negroes  a*  the 
patron  of  the  plati.  A  Untible  Idack 
who  waited  at  table  heard  the  accounts 
with  eageriicfi,  ami  took  the  lirft.  oppor- 
tuni’y  of  fpicailmg  them  among  Ins 
countrymen.  Tlie  I’.opc  of  relief  aninu- 
tetl  ihcm,  and  they  rtlolvcd  to  feud  over 
their  agent,  one  'i'hoinas  Peters,  a  re- 
fpn'tablc  in’clligcnl  Afiicaii,  to  wait  up¬ 
on  t!ie  tonipany,  ar.d  learn  if  they  migiit 
exptct  enconng-*mi  lit  to  go  lii  the  new 
colony  Tiiis  m.aii  airivi  d  in  London  a 
I'nort  time  lK*forc  the  aJt  in  tavonr  ol  the 
company  palRil  ;  he  wailed  vvilhonl  de- 
lay  on  fiiiT'ic  of  Ihcehiet  promoters  of  the 
plan,  and  rrreived  from  them  proinifcs 
ot  fnpport,  llionlii  liie  ai^t  ot  parliament 
pafa  as  vx’as  wilhcd.  Never  did  ainhair.idor 
trom  a  fovereign  pow'er  [irolecute  with 
more  zeal  the  objet*^!  of  his  miftion  tinn 
dill  Thomas  Peters  the  eaiifc  of  his  dif- 
trclTVd  countrymen.  At  laft  mattri  s  weie 
ai ranged,  and  lie  returned  to  commu¬ 
nicate  tot  turn  the  newi  of  relief.

ed  them  ;  at  the  fame  time  they  were 
directed  to  take  pr  'per  opportunities  of 
comnuinicating  to  all  the  negroes  the  af 
fairs  of  the  Sierra  Leona  Company,  and 
to  give  them  what  aid  might  be  necef- 
1  iry  for  carrying  the  meafures  into  ctTe<ft. 

A  brother  of  the  Rev.  Mr  Clarkfon,  a 
lieutenant  in  the  navy,  is  gone  out  to 
Nova  Scotia  with  thefe  difpatches,  and 
with  proper  credentials  for  inviting  fuch 
t)f  the  negroes  as  wifh  to  Uavc  the  place 
to  the  fittlcment  of  Sierra  Leona.  Go¬ 
vernment  has  agreed  to  provide  fliipping 
to  tranfport  them  from  Halifax,  and 
Lieut.  Claikfcn  is  to  accompany  them 
to  Africa.  About  fix  hundred,  it  is  now 
known,  have  embraced  the  otter,  and  will 
foon  form  a  great  acceflion  to  the  new 

colony.

/AN  or  il'out  the  30  h  1*1  1790, 

we  anchtrred  under  Ladronc  M  »unt, 
and  commenced  a  trade  with  the  na¬ 
tives  for  hogs,  truits,  limes,  fiib.  See.; 
but,  not  liking  the  fituation,  we  i^eighed 
anchor,  and  went  two  milts  further  up, 
into  a  bay,  and  came  to  an  anchor  about 
four  o’cl(K“k  P.  M. 

At  eleven  or  twelve  o’clock,  mid¬ 
night,  feme  of  the  natives  fwam  o(T,  and 
cut  away  the  cutter  from  a-ltern  ;  at 
W’e  dtfeovered  that  flic  was 
milting,  and  imniediatelv  called  all  hands 
aft  on  the  quarter-deck,  and  fouiul  none 
mitting  except  the  man  w  ho  w  a>  in  her, 
boat-keeptr.  \^  e  then  hoittrd  the 
fm.all  boat  out  to  go  in  fearch  of  her.  hut 
found,  onlov^ering  her  into  the  water, 
fbe  leaked  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
ged  us  to  hoift  her  in  ag.ain,  which 
olfible  to  Icarch  that 
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would  fink.  Captain  Metcalfe  fired  a  pif 
tol  at  him  from  the  cabin  window,  but 
miffed  him  ;  three  or  four  of  the  people 
jumped  into  the  boat  and  caught  him. 
After  bringing  him  on  board,  Captain 
Metcalfe  fully  determined  to  hang  him, 
ordering  a  rope  to  be  rove  at  the  fore-yard 
arm,  and  the  rope  greafed  ;  but,  by  the 
perfuafion  of  Mr  Chambers  and  myfelf, 
he  concluded  to  favc  his  life,  and  keep 
him  prifoner. 

The  next  day  we  obferved  four  or  five 
thoufand  people  to  come  down  oppolitc 
the  Ihip,  all  armed  with  fl'ngs,  fprrrs, 
and  arrows.  At  ten  o’clock  wt  hauled 
thr  fliip  within  a  (juarter  ot  a  mile  ol  the 
fiiore,  and  fircil  nniiui  and  gripe  (hot  at 
them,  and  dillodged  them  all  from  the 
village.  At  twelve  o’clock  1  went  on 
fliore  with  the  boat  ami  fix  men.  fet  fue 
to  the  village  and  Morai  (a  place  of  wor- 
fliip),  and  alfo  fired  upon  the  natives, 
fome  of  w'hom  weie  feen  verv  near,  but, 
by  the  conffant  firing  from  the  Ihip,  they 
did  not  attempt  to  attack  us.  1  then 
came  on  board,  and  took  fome  fmall  wa¬ 
ter  cafks  to  fill  with  water;  but  afttr 
landing  (that  attention  not  belig  paid 
to  firing  as  before),  the  natives  came 
dow’n  in  great  numbers,  throwing  their 
fpears  and  ftones,  which  obliged  us  to  go 
on  board  again,  our  objedf  unaccom- 
pliibed.  They  then  all  went  up  the  fum- 
xnit  of  a  hill,  thinking  the  fliot  from  the 
fliip  could  not  reach  them  there ;  but 
we  fired  tw'o  guns  with  fiich  good  aim, 
that  they  weie  foon  convinced  of  their 
error,  and  immediately  fleil  to  the  moun¬ 
tain  and  low  ditches,  where  it  was  i.m- 
poiTible  for  our  lliot  to  touch  them  ;  we 
then  defiffed  from  firing,  hove  up  the 
anchors,  and  went  further  up  the  bay  in 
hopes  of  completing  our  water.  To¬ 
wards  evening  we  again  came  to  an  an¬ 
chor,  and  on  the  next  morning  two  or 
three  canoes  came  off,  who  were  w’ell 
treated,  fo  that  more  came  off,  aiul  en¬ 
gaged  to  bring  us  water.  Nothing  more 
material  happened ;  we  completed  our 
v^ater,  and  the  Captain  purchifed  a 
fmall  buy  and  girl  fur  two  axes  and  a  few 
beads. 

After  continuing  here  three  or  four 
days,  we  weighed  anchor,  and  flood 
from  the  ifland.  We  had  been  under 
way  about  an  hour  and  a  half,  with  a 
light  breeze,  when  the  natives  came  in  a 
canoe  along  fide,  and  informed  us  t’tiat 
the  Chief  of  the  people  wrho  had  ftoleii 
Ihr  boat  lived  behind  a  point  to  the  north¬ 


ward.  We  then  hauled  our  wind,  went 
round  the  point,  and  came  to  aneh»»r. 
The  next  day  a  canoe  c.ime  aloug-liilc 
with  one  of  their  Clu(  Is ;  w  ttrn  he  came 
on  board,  we  began  to  cxpolhil.ite  with 
him,  iu  older  to  rtc»>vt*r  t>ur  boat  and 
the  man.  He  told  ih,  itat,  for  a  ic- 
ward,  he  wtmld  bring  ln>th  ol  them. 

Captain  Mete  life  offied  hun  a  muf- 
ket,  eight  cir  ridgrv,  one  bar  ot  iion, 
aiut  a  puce  o\  ICnga!  cli'th  tor  the  m.in  ; 
and  ihc  lime  f(*r  ilie  bi>.at,  wluclr  he  a- 
giccd  to.  'flu  iKXt  tnornu'g  he  .again 
came  on  lurard.  .tiul  Hid,  if  we  would 
fend  ('ur  boat  on  ihorr,  o>  lu  .ir  the  (hore, 
he  would  oviiig  the  m  iii.  i  immediately, 
by  oiii.  I  ol  Captain  ^letealfe,  armed  the 
boai  and  went  near  the  ihore;  but  .dtn 
wailing  an  hour,  paving  attention  to  their 
procreilings,  and  their  not  bringing  the 
man,  I  icliiin.d  on  board.  The  c’loef 
then  cMme  oM  a  fecoiul  time,  and  laiil, 
iflht  boat  went  again,  we  Uiight  depeinl 
upon  getting  the  man.  I  armeil  the  boat, 
and  again  went  towards  the  lliore,  wlitre 
attcr  wailing  half  an  hour,  tiuy  fc*ul  .1 
man,  who  fwam  to  the  boat,  with  the 
b^nc^  of  the  man  who  w.i8  boat- 
kcepcr  when  they  ft<de  the  boat.  1  re- 
ceiveii  them  and  came  on  board,  fhewe*! 
them  to  Captain  Metcalfe,  and  threw 
them  into  the  fea.  A  few  minutes  after¬ 
wards  the  fame  Chief  came  on  boaril  for 
the  rew  ard  ;  it  was  given,  and  he  was  alfo 
told  that  if  he  brought  the  boat,  the  re¬ 
ward  fhoiihl  be  given  for  that  alfo  ;  f«ir 
he  inlifled  that  it  was  not  hurt.  He  tfien 
told  us  the  manner  iu  which  they  killed 
the  boat  keeper,  as  follows  :  'I'hal  after 
cutting  away  the  tafl,  and  (lie  had  drift¬ 
ed  a  diflance  from  flu*  Ihip,  they  got  in¬ 
to  her,  and  found  the  man  atUep,  liur 
he  imrnetliately  awoke,  and  feeing  them, 
drew  his  knife  upon  tfiem  ;  they,  how¬ 
ever,  overpowered  him,  and  took  ll.c 
knife  from  him,  cut  his  head  ofl,  .and 
took  him  on  (hore,  ami  the  next  night 
burnt  him  for  a  facrificc  to  their  gods. 

Wr  jiidgid,  the  night  they  Itole  the 
boat  they  killed  the  man,  and  the  next 
day  burnt  him  (  as  the  mountains  lecnicd 
to  be  one  continued  bla/e),  which  ii 
their  cuftom  on  fuch  occafions,  but  were 
not  then  pofitivc  of  the  above. 

After  relating  the  flory,  he  dffi’’e«I 
of  the  Ciplaiii  that  the  natives  might 
come  and  trade  as  ufual.  I.eave^  being 
granted,  he  went  on  Ihore,  and  jnlt  at 
fun-fet  he  came  off  again,  in  a  large  dou¬ 
ble  C2C0C,  with  tw:r.ty-fivt  vvcxi.n  :  but 
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the  Captain,  furpeding  tluy  had  tome 
dtfigfi  in  the  night  to  take  the  vcflcl, 
not  permit  them  to  come  on  board, 
'i'hettay  following,  Mu*  canoes,  as  ufual 
nt  tile  other  ilhnds,  came  along-fide  with 
hogs,  truit,  limes,  <Scc. 

The  above  Ciiicf  hat!  told  them  they 
might  come  and  trade  without  molefta- 
tion. 

At  10.  A.  yU  the  Chief  came  along-fide 
with  two  others,  and  ha»l  in  their  canoe 
the  ket  I  I'f the  boat  winch  they  had  (lolen  ; 
r.ttf  r  he  came,  he  called  and  wanted  the 
reward  which  was  promifed.  Captain 
Metcalfe  wa^  informed  ot  his  being  along- 
fidc,  and  of  his  having  the  boat’s  ktc!  ; 
he  then  came  on  deck  and  faw  it, 
ami  being  then  peifciJlly  convinced  of  the 
man’s  bung  killed,  and  the  boat  broken, 
made  this  exprefirn)n  —  that,  •*  I  will 
row  give  the  reward  they  little  ex- 
P'd.” 

Mr  Chambers  and  myfelf  endeavoured 
to  perfiiade  .the  Captain  to  entice  the 
three  Chiefs  on  board,  and  afterwards  to 
hang  them  on  the  fore-yard,  in  view  of 
the  whole  ifhnd  ;  which  m’ght  perhaps* 
be  a  fufhcieni  warning  for  them  in  future 
never  to  attempt  difirtfung  any  fliipb  who 
might  touch  at  their  iflands.  But  our 
peTfiiahons  were  of  no  cfTrCl  :  he  w  a>  ful¬ 
ly  iUtennmed  to  take  the  following 
mian>ot  puniihing  them:  firfi,  to  de¬ 
coy  thofe  canoes  which  were  on  the  lar 
boartl  to  come  on  the  (larboard  fide, 
then  to  ilation  one  man  to  each  porrlan- 
yarj,  and  others  dt^wn  to  the  ijuns,  be¬ 
tween  tleek^,  wlulft  others  on  the  quar¬ 
ter  d«ck  Were  llatie.ntd  to  the  Iwivcls, 
and  four  brafs  guns,  and,  when  all  were 
ready,  to  fire  immediately  into  the  ca- 
run  s  all  at  one  commmd. 

The  guns  that  were  below-  had  in  each 
oftlum  loomcfkct  balls,  and  yolingradc 
nails.  There  were  feven  ot  the  above 
guns,  each  containing  the  like  quantify. 
The  four  guns  on  the  quarter  dick  had 
in  them  50  balls  each,  tome  ot  the  fwivcls 
and  others  had  ic  balls. 

Mr  Chambers  and  myfelf  flrongly  in¬ 
filled  that  this  punifiiment  was  too  fe- 
VC  re,  anil  only  butchering  a  number  of 
innoe'cnt  women  and  children.  But  he 
replied,  wc  were  going  to  attempt  ta¬ 
king  the  command  of  t.hc  f!iip  Irom  him, 
and  tl  at  the  orders  Ihould  be  obeyed, 
and  immediately  ordered  every  man  to 
tils  flat  ion. 

The  men  wifiicd  to  fire  into  the  canoes, 
12:  ihe  man  whom  they  had  killed  was  a 


Manilla  man,  and  the  crew  were  all  Por- 
luguefe  or  Mandla  men. 

After  the  people  were  dl  flationcd,  he 
gave  orders  to  fire — and  the  w’hole  broad- 
fidc  was  aimfil  direct  into  the  canoes. *- 
To  attempt  to  deferibe  the  horrible  feme 
that  enfued,  is  too  much  for  my  pen. 
The  water  along-fide  continued  of  a  crim- 
ft>n  colour  tor  at  lead  ten  minutes  ; 
fome  were  finking,  others  lying  halt  out 
of  their  canoes,  w  ithout  arms  or  legs ; 
while  others  lay  in  their  canoes  welter¬ 
ing  in  their  blood.  Although  rhe  ap¬ 
pearance  was  fo  horrid,  the  people  after 
filing  w’iilied  to  get  into  the  boat,  and 
ufe  boarding  fpikes  to  kill  thofe  in  the 
water  ;  but  by  fivcrcly  puni filing  two  or 
three  they  dcfilted  from  their  dreadful 
purpofe. 

Some  perfons  on  board  faid  they  had 
counted  the  canoes  before  wr  fired,  the 
number  of  which  were  212  ;  hu’  I  did  not 
thin!;  thc*y  were  above  170  01  180.  The 
number  killed,  we  then  imagiutd,  ex¬ 
ceeded  one  hundred,  and  as  many  more 
wounded  ;  luit,  fome  weeks  after,  they 
told  us  the  number  mifiTu'g  on  the  ifl^nd 
were  eighty,  .and  115  were  wounded,  the 
greater  pail  dead,  and  dying  fad.  This 
iufinniation  they  gave  us  at  the  ifland 
of  ()w  yhee,  ai'oir  fiflten  leagues  to  wind¬ 
ward  ;  and  wc  judged  it  to  be  true,  as 
camtes  arc  d.uly  [»afling  from  ifl.md  to  i- 
fiand.  After  our  firing  ccaftd,  we  w  eigh¬ 
ed  anchor,  and  flood  for  the  ifland  of 
Ow'yhee. 

i  have  fent  yon  this  account,  a.s  thofe 
who  are  acquainted  with  the  circum- 
flance  lliir.k  Cipt.  .Metcalfe  much  to 
blame;  aiul  that,  lliould  any  veflili*  go 
to  thofe  iflands  from  America,  they 
might  be  particularly  cautious,  and  not 
pay  too  nuich  attention  to  the  Iriendfiup 
profeli'ed  by  ihefe  iflanders. 

P.  S.  They  cut  oft  a  fehooner  about 
fix  weeks  after,  which  belonged  to  Capt. 
Metcalfe,  and  failed  with  him  from  Chi¬ 
na,  and  murdered  all  the  people.
